DID YOU GET EQUIPMENT 

YOU ARE ENTITLED TOI 

Editor Enterprise: I have been 
advised by the War Department that 
every enlisted man in the American 
army was entitled to permanently re¬ 
tain, upon discharge, the following 
property: 1 overseas cap (for all en¬ 
listed men who have had service over¬ 
seas) or 1 hat and 1 hat cord for all 
other enlisted men, 1 olive drab shirt, 

1 service coat and ornaments, 1 pair 
breeches, 1 pair shoes, 1 pair leggins, 

1 barrack bag, 1 waist belt, 1 set 
toilet articles (if In possession when 
discharged), 1 slicker, 1 overcoat, 2 
suits underwear, 4 pairs stockings, 1 
pair gloves, 1 gas mask and helmet 
(If Issued overseas), 3 scarlet chev¬ 
rons. 

If the above articles of clothing and 
equipment were not received upon 
discharge, they may now be secured 
by certifying to the facts. 

Both officers and enlisted men are 
entitled to retain the gas mask and 
helmet If same were issued to them 
overseas. 

Those who desire can make applica¬ 
tion direct to me, and I will take 
great pleasure In forwarding the 
necessary blanks and shall do every¬ 
thing possible to procure the desired 
property for them. 

I will appreciate It if you will run 
ii notice in your paper, giving the 
facts as I have stated them above, as 
every enlisted man ought to receive 
all that he is legally entitled to at the 
ekrliest possible moment. Many of 
our discharged soldiers were not ad¬ 
vised of this fact.

A move should be made to safeguard travel on the Bay Shore road. The 
distressing accident whereby a young Redwood City woman lost her life early 
Monday morning was caused by the lack of a fence at a dangerous turn. The 
fence is there, in some places, but at this turn there Is no fence and the driver 
of the car, who could not see the turn because of fog, drove straight on 
over the bank. A few dollars would have built the fence and saved the life 
of this wife and mother, a life beyond all value in dollars. , 

Some time ago the Chamber of Commerce of this city directed the atten¬ 
tion of the county supervisors to the fact that many of the turns on the Bay 
Shore road are particularly dangerous in wet weather because of the mud 
that runs down from the banks above and renders the pavement slippery. 
The Chamber recommended that concrete shoulders be put on the pavement 
at these turns to safeguard autos from skidding and perhaps plunging over 
the bank. Nothing has yet been done in the matter, and so far as The En¬ 
terprise has been able to learn there is no prospect of anything being done. 
Unless it is done there is every likelihood that before the rainy season is 
past other accidents will happen on this road, perhaps witli loss of life 
under circumstances equally as sad as the one referred to. 

Bay Shore road is a beautiful drive. It is an asset to all San Mateo county 
because of its scenic advantages and steps should be taken to make it safe

fectly good steamship for sale for $1.00, provided the buyer would keep the l 
boat on Its present coastwise run as the Admiral Line is doing. The offer i 
was turned down for the simple reason that, after figuring cost of operation 1 
and overhead, the prospective buyer discovered that he would lose thousands 
of dollars a year even though he paid but a dollar for the boat. 

In commenting on the matter a Pacific Steamship Company officer said: 1

3. Beat egg and add milk to it. Pour 
into above mixture, beating well. 

4. Pour about one inch deep into a 
well-greased pan.

6. Bake about 20 minutes in a mod¬ 
erate oven.
